For ex- 
ample, Mrs. McNaughton 
ptJffltW mr Thaf fhese simple 
people often have a better

command of their language 
than we have of ours even 
though they may be illiterate 
in the sense that they can't 
read or write. In the desert 
in North Africa she offerred 
a small boy a banana. He re- 
fused it because he didn't 
know what it was. His older 
brother did however, and told 
him, "Eat it, its palatable." 

She and her husband spent 
one and a half years travel- 
ling in Northern Africa intheir 
own Land Rover. They lived 
with the people, ate the same 
food as they did. and did not 
suffer from dysentry or any 
other feared disease associat- 
ed with foreign countries! In 
fact, in Morocco the only thing 
they suffered from was over- 
eating because the people 
there were so hospitable. 

In many of her travels Mrs. 
McNaughton has been asso- 
ciated with such organizations 
as UNICEF or British Save 
the Children Fund. This gave 
her the opportunity to see 
the actual condition of the 
country and its people. 

Often she did the paintings 
to accompany the articles that 
her husband wrote. In 1957 
in Labrador she painted the 
Eskimo portraits on display 
and did paintings for Christ- 
mas Cards for the Grenfell 
Missionary Society.

I.S.A. Meetings 
Past Future 

At a past meeting of the 
I.S.A. on February 28, Chief 
Andrew Delisle of the Caugh- 
nawaga Indian Reservation ad- 
dressed us. He stressed that 
the rights of the North Ame- 
rican Indian are being ignored 
and downtrodden. The white 
man and his governments on 
this continent have shown lack 
of interest and understanding 
toward the Indian's way of 
thinking and living, claimed 
Chief Delisle. Another pro- 
blem lies among the Indian's 
themselves. They have been, 
for the most part, unable to 
form a group that would give 
them a stronger, united voic- 
ing of their needs. The Chief 
stressed the fact that the In- 
dian is a different person, 
more so than most of us rea- 
lize. 

The interest and controver- 
sy this meeting generated has 
led to the planning of another 
along similar lines. On Sunday 
afternoon, March 21, in the 
Laird reception room, Mr. 
Frank Horn, (brother of the 
well-known Miss Kahn-Tineta 
Horn and a Mac student) will 
give his views on the future 
of the North American Indian 
as seen through the eyes of a 
young Indian student. In con- 
junction with his talk, Mrs. 
Wood, the Deputy Warden, will 
be presenting illustrative 
material used when lecturing 
on the North American Indian 
in England. She has vl 
number of reservations on this 
continent and is well informed 
on their lives and problems. 

This will be the last meeting 
of the term. A president and 
a secretary will be elected to 
form next year's executive. 
This is an important nieeting. 
Plan to attend.
